Carter, Floyd, Jackson,
Johnson, Lawrence, Letcher, Morgan,
Perry and Pike counties, was in the
lead with more than 10,000,000 tons,
with the western and southeastern fol-

lowing In order.
Car and labor shortage resulted In

a decrease of probably two or two and
one-ha- lf million tons, said Dean Nor-
wood.

This year's output, however, will ex
ceed that of 1916 by approximately
